LOANS TO OIK ALLIES 



An additional credit of 5400,000.000 
was made by the United States Treas- 
ury to Great Britain on August 30. 
This brings the total of credits to 
Great Britain to $.1,725,000,000. The 
total advances to all of the entente 
allies now amounts to $7,092,040,000. 



CONVERSION' OF LIBERTY BONOS 



The privilege of conversion which 
arose in consequence of the issue of 
4 per cent, bonds of the Third Liberty 
Loan will expire on November 9 next 
and under existing law can not be 
extended or renewed. Delay in exer- 
cising the privilege will result in over- 
burdening the banking institut'ons of

Many who glanced at the article 
in last week's paper announcing the 
fall and winter gymnasium classes 
and the new membership rates may 
not have read carefully enough to i 
fully appreciate the value of the new 
rale schedule. For the benefit of all 
the readers of Our Town it was 
thought well to point out the many 
advantages and points of fairness in 
these new rates. 

The most striking change is a re- 
vision downward. AH women and 
girls will now pay $1 .50 per year or 
50 cents for three months, instead of 
If:', per year as originally charged. 
This is a much fairer rate for one 
gym period a week without locker 
or social privileges. It is hoped that 
many will take advantage of this op- 
portunity. The physical privileges 
were opened to women and girls a', 
l hoi:- request and the directors expect 
a large response from them this year. 

The rate for boys from 9 to 11 
years, inclusive, remains at $3 per 
year, but includes a small locker for 
which they previously had to pay an 
additional 50 cents. The three-month 
rate for this class is ?1. 

Instead of drawing the line between 
the .$3 and $5 rate at 10 years as here- 
tofore, all the high school years, that 
is from 12 to 17, inclusive, have been 
grouped under one rate, $4 per year 
or $1.50 for three months. As this 
charge includes the use of a locker 
it is only 50 cents additional for 
those under 16 years of age and is a 
redaction of $1.50 for those over 10 
years of ago. 

lip to this time the men IS years 
and over paid a membership fee of 
$5 per year, not including the use of 
a locker; 50 cents and $1.50 were 
the additional charges for a small 
and large locker, respectively. The 
new rate for the class is $6. including 
a small locker, a 50 cent increase. 
For those using a largo locker, how- 
ever, the rates are the same, as this 
extra privilege can be secured by pay- 
ing an additional 50 cents per year 
The three-month rate for men is 
$2.50. 

Tlnre-Monlli Trial Membership Simula 
Be Popular 

For the benefit of those who would 
like to investigate the privileges for 
a three-month period and also to help 
those boys earning their memberships 
by making it possible to pay in two 
installments the three-month rate has 
been established as noted in all 
classes. It works like this: If you 
pay the specified three-month rate for 
your class, let us assume you are 1G 
years old and pay $1.50, you can pay 
the $2.50 balance on your yearly rate 
of $4 any time withon two months. 
This is called the sixty-day option 
plan and is used very successfully in 
the Philadelphia associations.

The great conflict raging on the 
fields of Flanders and Picardy was 
brought very close to the people of 
Narberth when word came to the 
parents of Lieutenant Harold D. 
Speakman that he had met. his deatli 
fighting bravely at the head of hi* 
company. Shortly after war was de- 
clared Lieutenant Speakman enlisted 
in the Medical Corps and went to 
Camp Hancock. Eager and willing 
in the discharge of his duties he 
showed a marked aptitude and was 
soon made a sergeant. The gravity' 
of the great issues involved in the 
war weighed upon his heart and ho 
wrote to his mother that he could not 
be satisfied until he had been trans- 
ferred into an active combatant branch 
of the service where he could feel 
that he was personally fighting for 
his ideals. Accordingly, be secured 
a transfer to the infantry and became 
a member of the 112th Pennsylvania 
Regiment. . His enthusiasm and zeal 
in his work in the infantry soon 
brought him to the favorable notice 
of his superiors, and when his regi- 
ment embarked for France be received 
a lieutenant's commission.
